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AN APPEAL TO CUBANS 
In his State of the Union message, Presi­ 
dent Kennedy declared that the United 
States supported the Cuban people’s “drive 
for a better life” but objected to their 
“domination by foreign and domestic tyran­ 
nies.” This declaration has now been re­ 
inforced by the State Department’s posi­ 
tion paper on the situation in Cuba. 
The basic premise of the State Depart­ 
ment pamphlet is that Fidel Castro and his 
followers, 
having 
“betrayed 
their 
own 
revolution” and delivered it into the hands 
of an alien power, should be deposed to 
make way for a government that would 
help Cubans achieve “freedom, democracy 
and social justice. ” Our real quarrel with 
the Castro regime is brilliantly summed up 
in one sentence of the statement: “Never 
in history has any revolution so rapidly de­ 
voured its children.” 
Few Americans will any longer dispute 
this judgment. For a long time it has been 
obvious that the Castro revolution, which 
at first appeared so promising because it 
overthrew the hated Batista government, 
has merely substituted one tyranny for an­ 
other. Nor can there be any doubt that 
the new regime, which has accepted the aid 
and thus become essentially the pawn of the 
great Communist powers, is vastly more 
dangerous to Western Hemisphere peace 
and security than was the Batista regime. 
It does not follow’ that the United States 
should intervene with force, either overtly 
or behind the scenes. The administration 
should think searchingly, with the most 
careful regard for consequences in terms of 
the impact on Latin American opinion, be­ 
fore undertaking any open or secret aid to 
counter-revolutionary movements.. It is 
enough, for the time being, that our gov­ 
ernment has told the truth about the Fi- 
delism and called upon the Cuban people to 
reject it.

POLITICS AND OLYMPICS 
The Olympic games are presumed to be the 
acme of universal sports. But in recent years, the 
Olympics have become involved in politics, those 
who manage the games assuming to do what all 
the diplomacy of the entire world and the United 
Nations has been unable to do, namely, to decide 
what is £"hina 
You may recall the television show of the 
Rome Olympics, when the delegation from For­ 
mosa carried a sign stating their protest against 
being regarded as Formosa, which, of course, they 
are not. Their proper title is the Republic of 
China and they are so recognized by the United 
Nations! 
But it seems that the Marquess of Exeter, a 
gn at British sportsman, favors Red Chinese par­ 
ticipation in the Olympics. He has been quarrel­ 
ling over this with General John Grombach, an 
American athlete who wanted to know why the 
Britisher was so excited about getting Red China 
in. So he hired an investigating agency in Eng­ 
land to give him the low-down on the Marquess. 
This offended the Marquess, who adopts the po­ 
sition that he is emotionally a just man only in­ 
terested in athletics. 
However, it was found that the Marquess of 
Exeter is an excellent businessman who is a bank 
director and is also in many firms which have 
business with Soviet countries. The Marquess is 
a distinguished athlete, better known as Lord 
Burghley, and has gained many honors. However, 
the British Who’s Who lists him as associated 
with numerous businesses, including the National 
Provincial Bank, Ltd., which acts as correspond­ 
ent for Soviet and Red Chinese banks. 
The conflict therefore is between the British 
view that Red China is China and the American 
view that the Republic of China is China. The 
Olympic Committee cannot solve this difference 
of opinion and has no business to become involved 
in it. 
TTve British press has taken an interest in the 
controversy, particularly playing up the fact that 
General Grombach employed a “Private Eye" to 
discover who the Marquess of Exeter really is. 
There is no secret about that. As Lord Burghley, 
he achieved a distinguished career as a hurdler. 
Hie British press ridiculed the attack on Exeter 
as a Red-hunting which, of course, it w a s not. 
Besides, why not hunt Reds? 
All of this it not of very great significance. 
What is important is that the Olympic Commit­ 
tee is attempting to settle a political question. It 
might be suggested that as the British recognize 
Red China, they are entitled to promote the Red 
China cause in the Olympics. On the other hand, 
the nations which reject Red China would then 
be justified in boycotting the Olympic games if 
the Red Chinese were admitted. Red China is a 
moral and emotional problem. However, the games 
were not organized for this sort of politics They 
ought to keep out of politics and propaganda alto­ 
gether. It is stepping out of line when they at­ 
tempt to make a political decision. 
Therefore the Olympic Committee ought to 
conform to the listing of nations by the United 
Nations. That would settle the entire business It 
is, by international treaty, the proper body to pre­ 
pare such a list. Neither the Marquess of Exeter 
not General Grombach is empowered to recognize 
or to refuse to recognize a nation. Nor is the 
Olympic Committee empowered to do anything 
of the sort. To avoid just such a controversy as 
has risen the Olympic Committee should mind its 
own business. 
This is one of these peculiar little questions 
which makes for lots of trouble between nations 
and certainly neither Great Britain nor the Unit­ 
ed States needs to fight over this at the present 
time. The Marquess may feel that he is a great 
authority on international relations but it does 
no good to get excited about Red China which 
did not show up at Rome anyhow and is not like­ 
ly to until that country is recognized by the 
United Nations and the United States It would 
be more sporting to fight this battle where It be­ 
longs. in the United Nations arena, and not In 
the Olympic Committee, the members of which 
are no great shakes as politicians and diplomats. 
Besides, the Red China question may have to be 
settled by war some day. 
In a statement the learned Marquess said that 
there is only one China, namely. Peking. “As far 
as Taiwan is concerned we could also recognize 
an administration if it were under a different 
name hence giving up the term of China.” 
To an American, of course, this is nonsense.

Test Reids Positive' 
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CIVIL DEFENSE LIMPS 
No one seriously contends that the United 
States has an effective program of civil de­ 
fense ready to swing into action in case of 
nuclear attack. 
Even among those who 
know most about the program because they 
spend full time in its development, there 
appears to be widespread agreement that 
civil defease is embryonic. 
This feeling was made clear in a recent 
statement by Frank B. Ellis, head of the 
Office of Civil Defense Mobilization. After 
reviewing the various civil defense under­ 
takings he declared that “a national pro­ 
gram of the known life saving measures is 
still far from operational readiness.” 
Some critics are inclined to be more 
blunt. Notable among these is Senator But­ 
ler of Maryland, who thinks that civil de­ 
fense is not embryonic but stillborn. He 
has urged, in a letter to President Kennedy, 
that headquarters of civil defense be re­ 
turned to Washington from Battle Creek, 
Mich., as “the first move toward the at­ 
tainment of an adequate civil defense pro­ 
gram.” 
One may question whether there are 
compelling reasons to move the central 
OCDM office back to the nation’s capital. 
But there is no question that the civil de­ 
fense effort must be greatly increased be­ 
fore it even approaches being adequate. 
There is another matter, the most fun­ 
damental of all. That Is whether it is even 
sensible to think of civil defense as a deter­ 
rent to attack and a practical means of 
minimizing loss of life in case of attack. 
The feebleness of the program thus far 
gives reason for thinking that the American 
people have not yet arrived at a clear an­ 
swer to this question. It should be deeply 
considered in the light of moderq condi­ 
tions. And if the consensus is “yes,” then

The tuberculin «kin test is a source of con­ 
fusion to so many correspondents, I’d like to dis­ 
cuss it at some length 
Ordinarily the test is done in one of two ways. 
In both instances, an extract of a growth of 
tubercle bacilli is used. In both instances, the 
organisms have been killed so that neither ex­ 
poses those being tested to the remotest danger 
of infect ion. 
In the skin patch test (Vollmer), the extract 
is impregnated in a piece of gauze that adheres 
to a strip ol plaster, as in the familiar Band-Aid. 
After the skin is cleaned, all that has to be done 
is to stick the plaster, gauze side down, on an 
area of skin. Between the shoulders is usually the 
best place since it is least in the way in this pro­ 
tected area. 
In the Montoux test (pronounced man-too), 
the extract is injected between the layers of the 
skin to produce a sort of mosquito bite. 
While there are some technicalities involved 
in the reading of these tests in general they are 
read as 
negative” or “positive," after 48 to % 
hours. 
Now the negative test simply means that the 
body has not yet manufactured protective anti­ 
bodies for defensive purposes against invasion by 
tubercle bacin. By Inference, It also means that 
the person with the negative test has not yet 
been invaded by tubercle bacilli. 
The negative test is a cause for both rejoicing 
and anxiety. Rejoicing because it means that 
tubercle bacilli have never invaded the body in 
the past and probably are not present at the 
moment. Anxiety because it indicates some suscep­ 
tibility to a future invasion by these treacherous 
enemies of mankind. 
The positive test simply means that the body 
b as manufactured protective antibodies. It does 
NOT mean necessarily that the individual is 
presently suffering from active tuberculosis. In­ 
deed. most often, it indicates that the individual 
has engaged the enemy and put him to rout. 
In other words somewhere in the body there 
was a brief hand-to-hand struggle with a small 
band of invaders who were moved down in short 
order. Thus, in the absence of evidences of active 
disease, the positive test is consoling since, like a 
successful smallpox scar, it indicates you have 
achieved some immunity to protect you in future.

year and running to July I, 1966.

UNITED NATIONS, N. 
Y, 
(NEA)—The population of the 
world will pass three billion In 
1961. This is the grim, explosive 
situation that lies behind Presi­ 
dent Kennedy’s massive foreign 
aid program. 
The 
United 
Nations, 
which 
makes the three billion estimate, 
also forecast* that, by the year 
2000, the figure will be doubled. 
Yet, even today, more than 65 
per cent of the earth’s popula­ 
tion lives at the barest subsist­ 
ence level. 
Several million peo­ 
ple die each year of malnutrition. 
Hunger makes life little more 
than drab search for food over 
large areas of Asia, Africa and 
Latin America. 
Aside from purely humanitar 
ian considerations, hunger is a 
serious threat to the West’s sur­ 
vival. 
Where large numbers of 
people are inadequately nour 
ished, the stability of the dis­ 
tressed 
countries 
where 
they 
live is jeopardized. 
In a world 
growing smaller, such centers of 
unrest are a danger to the other 
parts of the world. 
The distressed areas are es­ 
pecially fertile ground for Com­ 
munist propaganda. 
The world's depressed areas 
also present a grave economic 
problem to the highly industrial­ 
ized countries of the West. 
Because technical progress in 
the industrialized states is tak­ 
ing place at an ever increasing 
rate, there is already a problem 
as to where to find markets for 
the goods produced. 
For example, India, with its 
population of 438 million, buys 
no more from the United States 
than does highly industrialized 
Switzerland with a population of 
only five million. Yet the U. S. 
is India's largest source of sup­ 
ply. 
Industrial production in the 
underdeveloped countries has in­ 
creased only five per cent since 
the end of the last war. But the 
increase 
in 
the 
industrialized 
countries of the West has been 
45 per cent. 
TTius the gap between the rich 
and poor nations becomes wider 
and provides all the elements for 
an unstable international eco­ 
nomic situation.

Take, for instance, the So­ 
cial Security taxes which affect 
almost everybody. Some will go 
up in a few' months, and some 
will be further increased at the 
end of the next year. If Con­ 
gress goes ahead with pension 
changes and medical care for 
the aged, the Social Security 
taxes on the whole program will 
go up by nearly 33 per cent on 
a person who makes a little less 
than $90 a week. Thus, the man 
who earns $4,800 a year or more 
now’ pa>s $144 a year in Social 
Security taxes, but the amount 
the 
Federal 
government 
will 
take from him will go up to 
$193.75. This means that the em­ 
ployer and the employe togeth­ 
er will pay nearly $100 a year 
more than they do now. This 
may subtract billions of dollars 
in purchasing power. 
More Red Tape 
FVrhaps the most 
irritating 
change is coming in the plan to 
withhold taxes on interest and 
dividends at the source. Ijow-in- 
come persons, especially retired 
people who do not have much 
income, will find their regular 
monthly stipend declared Also, 
if the companies have withheld 
more than later will be found 
due in taxes on certain individu­ 
als. a lot of red tape and plenty 
of time will be necessary before 
the money improperly collected 
will be refunded Likewise, this 
means more trouble and expense 
for the businesses concerned. It 
is not clear as yet whether this 
procedure will apply to interest 
on savings accounts, but it does 
mean a lot more work without 
recompense. 
There’s another item that will 
cause much controversy. It is the 
proposal to remove the limited 
tax credit on dividends The ar­ 
gument against full taxation of 
dividends is that the citizen »s 
taxed doubly 
if he puts 
his 
money in a corporation but not 
if it is invested in a partnership 
or a proprietorship The argu­ 
ment being made here in favor 
of it is that "double taxation" is 
a myth. 
Another plan of the Adminis­ 
tration calls for an increase in 
certain taxes which will add to 
the cost crf tires, tubes and the 
like. 
This isn t going to help 
business, either. 
‘Havens* Need Correction 
There are, to be sure, some 
"tax havens" that need correc­ 
tion, 
such 
as 
those 
enjoyed 
abroad by individuals who stay * 
there for relatively brief inter­ 
vals and get certain benefits any­ 
way. 
Also, 
there is need 
to 
eliminate abuses in what is de­ 
fined as "ordinary and necessary 
expenses" in business. 
But such 
a reform process tends to upset 
many established practices that 
have long been considered legit­ 
imate and equitable but which 
the government, in its zest for 
more tax collections, feels it will 
have to modify. 
All this adds up to painful 
change 
an impact on the econ­ 
omy which may not be felt for 
some months but would appear 
to be inevitable. 
Once the tax message of the 
President is sent to Congress, it 
will be interesting to see what 
happens to the popularity curve 
of the President in the Gallup 
Poll.

When m arket 
lvalues rise but assessments do 
not, rates drop. 
A rate of 50, as an example, 
would mean that a community 
assesses property for tax purpos­ 
es at half its actual value. A 
reduction in rate will affect the 
state aid to be received by a 
town and in some cases will re 
fleet higher school taxes.

This picture was taken at our brewery’s annual clambake in 
the summer of 1895. 
My father, F. X. Matt, is the fifth man from the right. 
When my father came to this country from Germany in 1878, 
he had some very strong convictions about the way beer should 
be made. 


He had learned the trade in the celebrated brewery of the 
Duke of Baden in the Black Forest region. And up to the day 
he died, 3 years ago, at the age of 99, he felt that many of the 
old ways were still the best ways to make beer (although they 
were certainly not the fastest). 
Three years ago, when I returned from Europe with some 
movies I had taken of the Baden brewery that he loved so, he 
turned to mc with tears in his eyes and said, “You see, Walter, 
all those wonderful things I told you about Baden — they were 
really so.” 


What my father learned about beer 
in the old country 
$ 
My father believed in the natural way of making beer. He 
felt that beer should be made from the harvest, not from the 
laboratory. 
* 
In later years, when many breweries turned to using syrups 
and extracts as a convenience, my father would have none of it. 
To this day, only whole grain is ever used in Utica Club beer. 
N o commercial syrups or extracts. 
My father ran his brewery the way mother ran her kitchen. 
Right up to his 90th year, he even did the shopping himself. And 
he bought nothing but the best. Ever since I can remember, the 
malt we’ve used in Utica Club has been “choice grade.” This 
is not one of those vague words that anyone can use — like 
“fine,” for example — but the highest grade you can buy. 
My father was so proud of the ingredients he used that he 
put them right on the label for the whole world to see. You can 
see them there today. 
My father felt that being a brewer was a way of life, not just 
a way of making a living. You could find him among the kettles 
and vats in the brewery every day. Even on Sunday he would 


come in for several hours to check the aging beer, because beer 
is a living thing that must be looked after every minute until 
it is bottled. 
He had the old-world philosophy that the head man in a 
brewery should be a brewmaster, first and foremost, rather than 
a salesman or a financier. And he himself was one of the greatest 
brew masters this country has ever known. 


Real foam vs. artificial bubbles 


Now it may surprise you to learn that many of the beers in 
the U.S. today are artificially carbonated. (W hat they do is inject 
carbon dioxide under pressure into the beer while it is in the 
storage tank.) This makes it possible for a brewer to reduce the 
aging time to 2 or 3 weeks and still turn out a beer with “life.” 
My father felt that beer should have a natural life of its own; 
no artificial c a p ita tio n . 
To create this natural life, a beer must be aged for months 


Does all this trouble really pay? 


You have to be something of a saint to do it. Especially dur­ 
ing the warm weather months, when the dealers are hollering 
for their beer. It takes a very stubborn man to tell them they 
can’t have their beer because it hasn’t been aged enough yet. 
But my father was a very stubborn man. 
W hat a difference it makes in the taste of a glass of beer when 
it’s made this way. 
It has character. The head is thick and creamy. The taste is 
mellow and mature. 
A nd this is the way we still make Utica Club beer today 
(except that its light, not dark). It is one of the few beers left 
in the country that has a natural life of its own. 
However, I will be the first to admit that not everybody likes 
it. People who were brought up on highly carbonated postwar 
beers might find Utica Club a little too different at first. 
But if you’re the beer drinker who’s been paying a premium 
price to get the imported German, Danish or Dutch brands, your 
reaction to Utica Club will probably be, “Why didn't some­ 
body tell me about this before?” 
Just remember: A naturally-aged beer like Utica Club should 
be poured “with a whack.” (Don’t tilt the glass.) If it’s a can of 
Utica Club, try it with one punch only, 
using a full-sized punch. Makes quite a dif­ 
ference in the taste. 
And let me know how’ you like it.

Pedestrians Are 
Subject to Rules 
Of Traffic Safety 


ALBANY—Not all pedestrians 
realize it, but they, too are sub­ 
ject to rules and regulations of 
New York State. Article 27 of 
the State’s Vehicle and Traffic 
Law' points that out. 
Usually, 
pedestrians 
keep 
a 
sharp lookout to avoid tangling 
with a 3,000 or 4,000 pound mo­ 
tor vehicle for, when that hap­ 
pens, they usually come out sec­ 
ond best. Even so, hundreds are 
killed and thousands are injured 
each year by automobiles simply 
because they do not obey the 
rules of safety. Their accidents 
cannot always be blamed on the 
motorist. 
786 Were Killed 
For instance, 736 were killed 
and 26,313 were hurt in 1960, A 
typical one month’s score, that 
for last 
September, shows 61 
pedestrians died in motor vehicle 
accidents. But 31 of them actual­ 
ly were violating the law them­ 
selves at the time of the acci­ 
dent. 
Fifteen died crossing the street 
between 
intersections, 
s e v e n 
were killed when they disobeyed 
the 
traffic 
signal, 
five 
were 
struck when they came out from 
behind parked cars, two were 
standing in the road, one was 
hitching a 
ride 
and 
one was 
walking in the same direction 
as traffic. They were not sup­ 
posed to be doing any of those 
things. 
The Vehicle and Traffic Law 
states specifically that pedestri­ 
ans 
must 
obey 
traffic-control 
signals. It holds that every pe­ 
destrian crossing a roadway any 
place except within a marked or 
unmarked crosswalk at an inter­ 
section must yield the right-of- 
way to vehicles. 
Has Right of Way 
When a pedestrian is using the 
crosswalk 
while 
traffic signals 
are not in operation or there are 
none located, he has the right of 
way over an approaching vehicle 
using the same half of the road­ 
way. However, no pedestrian is

to leave the curb or 
other place of safety to run into 
the path of a vehicle when it

Un til y o u 
can h av e th e scratch es refin ish ed , k eep ru st 
fro m fo rmin g with a co at o f to u ch -u p p ain t 
o r ev en a strip o f cellu lo se tap e o n th e 
scratch es.

1. Break in a new car properly. A long 
break-in period at low speed is no longer 
necessary. But manufacturers recommend: 


A. Don’t accelerate at full throttle or change 
gears abruptly. Sudden shocks to gears in 
the rear axle and transmission can cause 
lasting damage. 


B. Vary your speeds —and especially avoid 
sustained high speed. 
C. Try not to stop too suddenly—it can harm 
brake surfaces. 


2. Warm up slowly. Racing an engine to 
warm it up ages it fast. A short warm up 
at moderate speed is good for your car even 
in summer, and even more necessary during 
colder months when the oil tends to move 
sluggishly at first. Never race your cold en­ 
gine to warm up, though. It may damage 
critical working parts before lubrication can 
be fully established. 


There s no need for long idling; but drive 
slowly for the first few minutes. 


3.'Tse your engine to save your brake lin­ 
ings. Anticipate your slowdowns. Use the 
brake as little as possible.

Chronic knocking can eventu­ 
ally damage your engine. 


5. Use a gasoline that controls knock. If 
your engine persists in knocking, you may 
need a gasoline with more anti-knock com­ 
ponents, for a higher octane rating. 
Today’s Super Shell contains all of the 
anti knock ingredients required to help your 
car deliver knock-free performance. 


6. Learn to read tail pipe smoke signals. 


Blue smoke means too much oil is getting 
into the combustion chambers. 


Excessive blue smoke is a warning that 
piston rings may be worn —and need 
replacing. Your mechanic calls this a 


"ring job." 


Black smoke is an indication of too much 
gasoline in the air-fuel mixture. Your carbu­ 
retor may need an adjustment. 


White smoke is mostly water vapor. Don’t 
worry about it. Your engine makes a gallon 
of water for every gallon of gasoline burned. 
On cold days some of this shows up as vapor. 


7. Have your oil checked whenever you fill 
up with gasoline. An oil check is a simple 
safety check for your engine. It is also free, 
and takes less than a minute. 
By the way, oil docs not wear out. But it 
can be lost through leaks or burning. And it 
does get dirty. Worse yet, oil can become 
contaminated by combustion by-products— 
including acid.

8. Avoid high speeds and save your tires. 
Every extra mile your tires last is money in 
your pocket. High speeds increase wear dras­ 
tically—by as much as 80% over normal 
wear —so it pays to go easy. 


9. Rotate tires every 5,000 miles. Your tires 
will last longer because they will all wear % 
evenly, and at the same rate. Note: See your 
Shell dealer for a set of valve caps; they will 
prevent air from getting out and dirt from 
getting in around the tire valve. 


10. Check wheel alignment and balance. 
The shock of hitting curbs or dropping into 
deep holes can cause misalignment. 


This literally drags the wheel at an angle 
to the line of travel. Nothing wears tires 
out more quickly. 


An out-of-line wheel can increase tire wear 
as much as 50 per cent. An unbalanced 
wheel pounds the tire against the pavement, 
wearing the tread unevenly. 
Have an expert check wheel alignment 
and balance at least twice a year. Proper tire 
inflation at all times is also essential. 


11. Save your battery with l i t worth of 


baking soda. Dirt and corrosion can actually 
cause current leaks—and can shorten your 
battery’s life by many months. If corrosion is 
visible, wash the battery off with a solution 
of baking soda and water. Use a wire brush 
if necessary. Then rinse thoroughly with 
warm \ >ater.

Replacing the filter element every other 
oil change helps your engine to last longer. 


13. Get a lubrication job regularly. Dirt 
and moisture can work into chassis joints 
and bushings, causing friction and wear. 
Grease can also eventually pound out, leav­ 
ing the parts unprotected. 
See your Shell dealer for a Shcllubrica- 
tion. He has the charts, equipment, Shell 
lubricants for your car, and the skill for a 
really thorough job. 


14. Have your car's cooling system checked 
twice a year. In time, the inhibitors in your 
anti-freeze lose some of their ability to pre­ 
vent rust, corrosion and sediment from form­ 
ing in your cooling system. 
Let your Shell dealer check the cooling 
system — including hoses and hose connec­ 
tions—no less than twice a year. W hen he 
drains and refills he will add a special Cool­ 
ing System Protector. 


15. Keep door and body panel drain holes 
clear to foil rust. You never see them, but 
there are little drain holes at the bottom of 
body panels and doors. They can get clogged 
so that the panels actually hold water. Rust 
forms more easily and can cat holes right 


through the metal. 
You have probably noticed this ugly si ght 
in other cars. Make sure drain holes are 
always kept clear. 


16. Keep road salt washed off. Nothing can 
damage a car’s appearance more than the 
chemicals used to clear icy, snowy roads. 
They can eat not only the finish, but the 
body structure itself. Make sure you get it 
all off—not only from the paint but from 
the bright metal parts, as well. 


17. Use these tips to help your car stay 
new looking longer. A good coat of polish 
provides a film that protects your car’s finish. 
But before you polish your car, always wash 
it—and always in the shade. 


Some new car finishes need only a good 
washing to keep them bright, but others re­ 
quire waxing. Its a good idea to check your 
owner’s manual. Older cars arc almost cer­ 
tain to benefit from a good waxing. 


18. Protect chrome against rust invasion. 
Chrome, itself, can’t rust. But it actually has 
millions of tiny holes which can let the 
moisture right through to the metal beneath. 
Dirt invites this invasion, so clean the chrome 
thoroughly and frcque^dy, and wax it for 
further protection. 


1 9 .“ Bandage” minor scratches in your 
car’s finish. Small scratches in the finish 
expose bare metal which can rust. Until you 
can have the scratches refinished, keep rust 
from forming with a coat of touch-up paint 
or even a strip of cellulose tape on the 
scratches.

Ground-in dirt wears out carpets before their 
time. Give them a weekly whisking or vacu­ 
uming; shampoo once in a while.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Migrant 
farm labor is trapped in a sys­ 
tem where "hopelessness becomes 
a way of life," Sen. Harrison A. 
William* Jr.. D-NJ. said today. 
Williams called for the enact­ 
ment of laws aimed at poverty, 
I illiteracy *and 
other 
problems

I trial of 2 million migrant farm 
workers and their families. 
His testimony was prepared for 
the start of hearings by his Sen­ 
ate migratory labor subcommit­ 
tee on bills designed to improve

ter labor contractors who recruit
